FEARFUL EFFECTS OF THE MINIE RIFLE.

The immense superiority of the Minle rifls aod bullet,
rot only over the oommon musket but even cver the
conmen rifle, waa incontestibly proved at thia pattle.
Many of our fell ws were slightly wounded, but nons of
the Russisns wore ro. The Minis ba'l mukes oo slight
wound. Tha effert on the Russians, juldging from thelr
dead, peemed awful. Woen it struck. it tors and broele
Al befare it Foms ol their woundsd tol na that mem
were wounded by the Minie bullets sfter thar bad passed
through *he bed es of their eomrades.
